A Take the Magical Bean 
from Petunia and go back 
to the Wise Westerwood 
area.

Keep going and hit 
the yellow tree to get 
yellow berries. 



A Spin Jump below the 
tree to get a Star Piece, 
then walk left. Get the 


Fertile Soil from the flower 
under the Crystal tree and 
head back to the Wise 
Westerwood tree.Take the 
south east path and give 
the yellow berry to the 
yellow flower. 



A Use Parakarry to fly over the thorns. Go 
up and along the ledge to the left to reach 
another Super Block and head right.

A Walk right to get a Dizzy Dial then drop 
down the stone steps and up the next. 
Chat to Lily in the dried up pond and get 
Jammin' Jelly from the right tree. Use Watt 
to reveal a secret Block by the stone steps. 



A Head back to the Wise Westerwood tree and journey west. Give the blue berry to the 
blue flower and walk left into the maze. It's not too difficult to get through this tricky 
challenge, so just aim to end up at the central warp pipe which takes you to the left exit. 



A Rosie the flower refuses 
to give you the Water 
Stone that Lily wants, so go 
back to the Crystal tree via 
the south west exit from 
Wise Westerwood's area. 
Get a crystal berry and take 
it back to Rosie to finally 
get the Water Stone. 



A Head for the dried up 
pond via the south east 
path.

M any industry pundits think the DVD 
playing Panasonic GameCube could be 
just the thing to lure PS2 owners away from 
their black brick, and we think its certainly 
got the edge as far as looks are concerned. 

The DVD and CD playing GameCube will 
shortly be going on sale in Japan for a very 
respectable £243 and should hit Japanese 
shops just in time for Christmas. 

The machine now has a new name, and from 
now on should simply be referred to as Q. But the 
bad news for Nintendo fans across the pond in the 
US and here in the UK, is that there has been no 
word on when Q will be released. 

In the mean time, keep those fingers tightly 
crossed and say your prayers before bed because 
we want Q in the UK! Please!
